Mrs. Green called at

may o r’s 
o ffice to inquire abo ut her daughter, 
but did no t receiv e much Info rmatio n, 
as no ne o f the o fficials knew much 
abo ut the case. 
Mrs. Green stated to a Herald re­ 
po rter this mo rning that her daugh­ 
ter was suppo sed to hav e elo ped with 
Harry Cunningham, a married man o f 
East Liv erpo o l, last J uly . 
Since that 
time Mrs. Green’s effo rts to And her 
erring daughter hav e been futile. 
Yesterday she learned fo r the first 
time that her daughter was in Salem, 
when she read an article in an East 
Liv erpo o l paper, telling o f the sho o t­ 
ing affair. 
The article had been co p­ 
ied fro m the Herald. 
Mrs. Green tel­

With Thou ght of Stu dy 
After School Hou rs. 


^h ey n e e d s e v e n f r e e h o u r s 


The following in regard 
to night 
work for school children will be read 
with interest by many people in this 


?lty: 
The central board of edu cation of 
Pittsbu rg last night approved the rec­ 
ommendation of the high school com- 
Bittee that the 
periods of stu dy in 
the Sou thside high school be increased 
from three periods to fou r periods 
each day. 
This, in an indirect way, 
means the approval of the determina 
don of Director C. B. Wood, of the 
Pittsbu rg Central high school, to do 
away with night stu dy on the part of 
the stu dents. 
“The best children, the best citizens, 
the best people generally, are those 
who have a regu lar allottment of time 
for work , for recreation and for sleep.” 
The speak er was Samu el 
Andrews, 
oity su perintendent of the Pittsbu rg 
pu blic school. 
“I mean best in a w'holesale sense; 
Of'st physically, mentally, morally. 
Ij 
am as thorou ghly convinced that this 
j 
division of time is a necessity for aj 
perfect development as I am of the j 
fact that food is req u ired for the nou r­ 
ishment of the body. Ou r school chil- 
Iren shou ld have a certain nu mber of 
hou rs for their mental work , 
they 
shou ld have a certain nu mber of hou rs 
for sleep, they shou ld have at least 
seven absolu tely free hou rs each day 
for recreation or du ties the very oppo­ 
site in every respect to those classed 
as work . 
"If school hou rs are in excess of a 
fair allotment of the day, then it Is a 
criminal proceeding to give a child 
even one stu dy to prepare at home. 
If school hou rs are shorter than a fair 
work ing division of the 
time then 
one or two stu dies for home 
work 
might not come amiss. 
"I am opposed 
to 
night 
stu dy; 
strongly opposed. If I had my way I 
wou ld eliminate every 
thou ght 
of 
school life from the home life of the 
child. It is not the work so mu ch as 
the worry which is u ndermining the 
health of the children. 
“A child w’ho carries home a book 
and k nows that a lesson is to be pre­ 
pared. is bu rdened with a sense 
of 
that du ty u ntil he goes to bed. The 
thou ght of the lesson intru des oh his 
play hou rs, while he is doing his er­ 
rands or little chores, while 
he is 
eating or apparently lazily lou nging 
abou t. 
"Who are 
the su ccessfu l bu siness 
®cn of the times, the best men physi­ 
cally, the hopefu l and progressive citi­ 
zen? Certainly not those who carry 
their bu siness cares and worries into 
the heart of their homes. Recreation 
is not necessarily idleness. The boy 
^ho is not hampered with the thou ght 
cf u nprepared lessons will u tilize his 
leisu re time to su it 
his 
individu al 
taste. He will be free to whittle, to 
constru ct, to plan, even to dream. He 
’^'111 become an Individu al instead of 
au overwork ed machine. 
"lu ju stice to ou r schools, I may 
*ay that we are lessening the night 
strain as fast as possible. In several 
schools the teachers u nderstand that 
alght work mu st he of light charac­ 
ter, where it is given a t 
H is also 
dom ing generally u aderstood by the 


teachers that home work w’hich im- j 
poses u pon others of the family is a ! 
reflection u pon the 
ability 
of 
the 
teacher. Task s which can only be ac-1 
complished u nder direction and su per­ 
vision essseu tially belong to the school 
room. The parents are grasping this 
thou ght and the sensible teacher 
is 
q u ick to 
appreciate 
the 
situ ation. 
Mathematics is a stu dy w'hich is mu ch 
abu sed as an assignment of 
night j 
work . If night w^ork mu st be given , 
at all, which I greatly q u estion in view 
of the fact that many of ou r more 
su ccessfu l teachers 
have proved it 
u nnecessary. I insist that it shall be 
memory or hand work , su ch as geog­ 
raphy, history or drawing, and not the 
stu dy that cau ses the more excessive 
mental strain and which at best is 
u ncertain in resu lts u ntil a su perior 
brain has passed u pon its merits. 
“I am heartily in accord with the 
spirit of the movement for the less­ 
ening of night stu dy for 
the 
high 
school stu dents. 
I hope the experi­ 
ment will prove a su ccess. It is only 
a q u estion of time, however, 
u ntil 
there is a total elimination of night 
work from the city schools. 
Pu blic 
sentiment demands it and those at the 
helm are now devising 
ways 
and 
means of bringing abou t the reform.” 
Su perintendent Jones, of the Cleve­ 
land schools, has started a similar re­ 
form in that city.

►ittsburg last night approved th e rec 
emendation of th e high school com- 
dittee that the periods of study in 
he Southside high school be increased 
tom three periods to four periods 
>ach day. 
This, in an indirect way, 
neans the approval of th e determ ina 
ion of Director C. B. W ood, of 
the 
Pittsburg Central high school, to do 
iway with night study on the p art of 
he students. 
“The best children, th e best citizens, 
the best people generally, are those 
who have a regular allottm ent of tim e 
for work, for recreation and for sleep.” 
The speaker w as Sam uel 
Andrews, 
city superintendent of th e Pittsburg 
public school. 
; 
“I mean best in a wholesale sense; 
!)f>st physically, m entally, m orally. 
I 
am as thoroughly convinced th a t this 
division of tim e is a necessity for a 
perfect developm ent as I am of the 
fact that food is required for the nour- 
.shment of the body. Our school chil­ 
dren should have a certain num ber of 
hours for their m ental work, 
they 
should have a certain num ber of hours 
for sleep, they should have a t least 
seven absolutely free hours each day 
for recreation or duties the very oppo­ 
site in every respect to those classed 
as work. 
“If school hours a re in excess of a 
fair allotment of th e day, then it Is a 
criminal proceeding to give a child 
even one study to prepare a t home. 
If school hours are sh o rter than a fair 
working division of th e 
tim e then 
on© or two studies for 
hom e 
work 
might not come am iss. 
“I am 
opposed ,to 
night 
study; 
strongly opposed. If I had my way I 
would elim inate every 
thought 
of 
school life from the hom e life of the 
child. It is not the work so m uch as 
the worry which is underm ining 
the 
health of the children. 
“A child who carries hom e a book 
and knows th a t a lesson is to be pre­ 
pared, is burdened w ith a sense 
of 
that duty until he goes to bed. 
The 
thought of the lesson intrudes on bis 
Play hours, while h e is doing bls er­ 
rands or little chores, while 
he is 
sating or apparently lazily lounging 
about. 
"Who are 
the successful business 
®en of the tim es, th e b est men physi­ 
cally, the hopeful and progressive citi­ 
zen? 
Certainly no t those who carry 
their business cares and w orries into 
the heart of th eir hom es. R ecreation 
is not necessarily idleness. T he boy 
who is not ham pered w ith th e thought 
°f unprepared lessons will utilize his 
leisure time to sn it 
his 
Individual 
taste. 
He will be free to w hittle, to 
construct, to plan. even to dream . He 
^111 become an individual instead of 
an overworked m achine. 
"In Justice to our schools, I may 
say that we are lessening the night 
strain as fast as possible. In several 
schools the teachers understand that 
alght work must be of light charac­ 
ter. where it is given at alt It la also 
tanning generally understood by the 


teachers th at home 
work which im­ 
poses upon others of the family is a 
reflection upon the 
ability 
of 
the 
teacher. Tasks which can only be ac­ 
complished under direction and super­ 
vision esssentially belong to the school 
room. The parents are grasping this 
thought and the sensible teacher 
is 
quick to 
appreciate 
the 
situation. 
M athem atics is a study which is much 
abused as an assignm ent of 
night 
work. If night work m ust be given 
at all, which I greatly question in view 
of the 
fact th at many of our m ore 
successful teachers 
have proved it 
unnecessary. 
I insist that it shall be 
memory or hand work, such as geog­ 
raphy, history or drawing, and not the 
study th at causes the m ore excessive 
m ental strain aud which at best is 
uncertain in results until a superior 
brain has passed upon its m erits. 
I am heartily in accord w ith the 
spirit of the 
m ovem ent for the less­ 
ening of night study for 
the 
high 
school students. 
I hope th e experi­ 
m ent will prove a success. It Is only 
a question of tim e, however, 
until 
there is a total elim ination of night 
work from the city schools. 
Public 
sentim ent dem ands it and those a t the 
helm are now devising

m eans of bringing about the reform .”

L a rg e O bject* A p p e a r S m a ll l a th e 
G re a t L 'atfccdral. 
During a recent ceremony in St. Pe­ 
ter’s, Rome. one of the crystal chande­ 
liers suspended from the ceiling began 
to creak ominously, and the people be­ 
neath it hastily scattered. 
In a mo­ 
ment the muss fell and was dashed bi­ 
to a thousand pieces on the floor below. 
In St. Peter’s a few days before when 
the workmen were suspending these 
Chandeliers they were taking them out 
of piles of numbered boxes, for St. Pe­ 
ter’s. like a theater, has many “proper­ 
ties” and is decked iii a different man­ 
ner for its different ceremonials. 
Cords run over pulleys fastened far 
up aloft, and with these the chande­ 
liers were hoisted to their places. St 
Peter’s is so enormous that the eye 
there is continually deceived. 
The 
chubby cherubs at the holy water font 
look to be tile size of ordinary babies, 
yet they are nearly seven feet tall, and 
a man standing beside them looks like 
a dwarf. 
When the workmen were 
hoisting these chandeliers from the 
floor, a traveler noted with amazement 
that the masses of crystal were over 
eight feet high. 
Yet when hoisted to 
their places far up in the dim heights 
they looked about the size of a man's 
head. 
Workmen in St. Peter’s are / ’ailed 
“snnpietrini ” 
They take their name 
from the basilica “San Pietro”—“san- 
pletrino,” plural “sanpletrlnl.” 
They 
have a set of lofty scaffolds mounted 
on rollers. These they move from place 
to place about the vast church. They 
are not unlike our fire departments’ 
water towers. 
Ladder after ladder 
runs up the scaffolding, and by their 
ald they reach places from IOO to 150 
feet above the floor. Other Ingenious 
scaffoldings are used for work on the 
Inside of the dome. Seen up there the 
“sanpiefrini" look like flies crawling 
on the ceiling. The top of the dome Is 
about loo foet above the floor.—-St.

AtfOTHER TEACHER BIDS DEFIANCE 


flay* He Va Not Afraid of Standard Oil 
Company. Ktr. -Dr. Jordan Baya There 
la No Reaaon to Believe the Rlchln 
Silenced Min. Stanford. 


Stanford University, Cal.. Nov. 16.— 
Dr. Edward Ross, head professor in 
the department of economics and so* 
otology at Stanford university, has re­ 
signed. 
In his formal letter of rest# 
nation he intimated that he was be­ 
ing forced out of the university by 
Mrs. Stanford, who has taken excep­ 
tions to statements made by him in 
his public address on sociological and 
economic questions. 
He further said 
that Mrs. Stanford was prompted by 
certain powerful persons and commer­ 
cial Interests in San Francisco. 
Sev­ 
eral of the faculty have taken side* 
with Dr. Ross. 
President Jordan said in part: 
“There is not the slightest evidence 
that he is a ‘martyr to freedom 
of 
speech.' 
Nor is there any reason to 
believe that his withdrawal has been 
due to any pressure of capital or any 
other sinister influence. 
I know that 
Mrs. Stanford’s decision was reached 
only after long and earnest consider­ 
ation and that its motive was the wel­ 
fare of the university and that alone.** 
Upon being 
shown 
Dr. 
Jordan’s 
statement, Dr. Ross dictated the fol­ 
lowing: 
“Dr. Jordan knows vastly more than 
I do as to Mrs. Stanford’s motives. It 
Is absolutely certain, however, that the 
freedom of speech is involved, not in 
ray appearance, personality or char­ 
acter, but solely my non-partisan sci­ 
entific Utterances have been the root 
of Mrs. Stanford’s distrust of me.” 
Supplementing his former utterances 
Upon the subject of Prof. Ross’ dismis 
sal, Dr. Howard addressed his class 
In history upon the matter, and his re­ 
marks form the most sensational state­ 
ment that has yet been delivered in 
the Ross controversy. The entire hour 
of the class was given up to the dis 
cnssion of “free speech.”

Prof. Howard concluded 
his speech with this sensational utter 
ance: 
“I do not bow down to Saint Mar 
ket street.

priations for mission fields. 
For Southern Asia it was voted to 
devote these amounts:

for Mavlasia, $10,250; 
for 
Burmah, 
$5,277: for the Philippines, $2,000, with 
the recommendation that $8,000 in ad 
dltion be asked for out of the thank 
offering: also $3,000 for North India 
out of the thank offering. 
The report on South America, which 
was adopted, was for the South Amer 
lea conference. $45,271; for the Wes ; 
South America conference for Chill, 
$19,202.52; for Lima. $9,713. 
It was voted to apply $5,000 of the 
entire appropriation and the amounl 
of the sale of property in Brasil to 
the redmfion of the debt and to turn 
over to the iioard an overdrawn ac­ 
count of $6,000. 
It was decided 
to 
turn over the mission work in Bras 
to the Methodist church south. 
The committee rotted to give Africa 
$29,808. divided as follows; 
Liberia, 
$9,855; East Central Africa, $10,625 
West Ceutrnl. $9,388. 
It was vote 
also to add ta this amount $25,000, 
provided that it could be raised. 
Previous to the above business, tho 
consideration of the proposed reduc­ 
tion of $25,000 In the money for the 
foreign missionary field was taken up. 
It was decided to make this reduc­ 
tion so as to distribute it over the en­ 
tire appropriation for home and for­ 
eign fields, which is about $1,200,000. 
Of this latter sum the foreign field 
gets 57 per cent, or about $614,607; 
the balance, or about $463,658, goes to 
the home field.

Stanford U niversity. Cal., Nov. 16.— 
Dr. Edw ard Ross, head prof<-nsor In 
the departm ent of economics and so* 
otology at Stanford university, has re­ 
signed. 
In his form al letter of resig­ 
nation he intim ated th a t he w as be­ 
ing forced out of the university by 
Mrs. Stanford, who has tnken excep­ 
tions to statem ents made by him in 
his public address ou sociological and 
economic questions. 
Ile further said 
th a t Mrs. Stanford w as prompted by 
certain powerful persons and comm er­ 
cial Interests in San Francisco. 
Sev­ 
eral of the faculty have taken sides 
w ith Dr. Ross. 
President Jordan said in part: 
“There is not the slightest evidence 
th a t he is a ‘m arty r to freedom 
of 
, speech.* 
Nor is there any reason to 
believe that his w ithdraw al lins been 
due to any pressure of capital or any 
other sinister influence. 
I know th at 
Mrs. Stanford’s decision was reached 
only after long and earnest consider 
ntion and that its m otive was the wel­ 
fare of the university and that alone. 
Upon being 
show n 
Dr. 
Jordan’s 
statem ent, Dr. Ross dictated the fol­ 
lowing: 
“Dr. Jordan knows vastly more than 
I do as to Mrs. Stanford’s motives. 
It 
Is absolutely certain, however, th at the 
freedom of speech is involved, not in 
ray appearance, personality or char­ 
acter, but solely my non-partisan sci­ 
entific Utterances have been the root 
o f Mrs. Stanford’s d istru st of me.” 
Supplem enting his form er utterances 
upon the subject of Prof. Ross’ dism is­ 
sal. Dr. H ow ard addressed his class 
In history upon the m atter, and his re­ 
m arks form the m ost sensational state­ 
m ent th at has yet been delivered in 
the Ross controversy.

The report on South America, which 
w as adopted, was for the South Am er 
lea conference. $45,271; for the W est 
South America conference for Chill, 
$10,202.52; for Lima. $0,713. 
It w as voted to apply $5,000 of the 
entire' appropriation and the am ount 
of the sale of property in Brasil to 
the rediuflon of tho debt and to turn 
over to the hoard an overdraw n ac­ 
count of $0,000. 
It was decided 
to 
turn over the mission work In Brazil 
to the M ethodist church south. 
The committee1 vorted to give Africa 
$20,808. divided as follows: 
Liberia, 
$0,855; E ast Central Africa. $10,625; 
W est Central. $0,388. 
It was voted 
also to add to this am ount $25,000, 
provided that it could be raised. 
Previous to the above business, tho 
consideration of the proposed reduc-i 
tion of $25,000 in tile money for the 
foreign m issionary field w as taken up. 
It was deeided to make this reduc­ 
tion so as to distribute it. over the en 
tire appropriation for home and for­ 
eign fields, which is about $1,200,000. 
Of this latter sum the foreign fide 
gt'ts 57 per cent, or about $014,607 
the balance, or about $463,658, goes to 
the home field.

Another point: If the Jones concern 
is not a trust, then not one corpora­ 
tion out of a thousand talked about 
by Bryan deserves his denunciation. 
At Akron. Bryan referred directly to 
local establishments in th a t city, as 
if they were trust, w ithout the least 
warrant of fact, and far less color for 
the statement, than there is in the 
cotton bale concern of his chairm an, 
Jones. Not one of them has the bene­

trust. This is the sam e Searles, I y 
the way, who got the benefit of th J 
boost for the sugar tru st of m any rn .- 
hon dollars given it In the W ils n 
tariff bill, that Bryan helped to p it 
upon the statute books.

Mrs. Green stated to a Herald re­ 
porter this morning that her daugh­ 
ter was supposed to have eloped with 
Harry Cunningham, a married man of 
East Liverpool, last July. 
Since that 
time Mrs. Green’s efforts to find her 
erring daughter have been futile. 
Yesterday she learned for the first 
time that her daughter was in Salem, 
when she read an article in an East 
Liverpool paper, telling of the shoot 
ing affair. 
The article had been cop 
led from the Herald. 
Mrs. Green tel­ 
ephoned to the Broadway hotel last 
night and asked for her daughter. Miss 
Green was there, but refused to talk 
to her mother. This made Mrs. Green 
decide to come to Salem and get her 
daughter, if possible. 
She left East 
Liverpool at 6 o’clock this morning. 
Today Mrs. Green said that Cun­ 
ningham had been Intimate with her 
daughter since she was 14 years old, 


it was a man from Sebring who shot 
her. 
Mrs. Green, mother of the girl, 
thinks it was Cunningham, but 
no 
evidence has been secured yet to go 
ahead with the case. Many conflicting 
stories are told. 
Last night Miss Green slept at the 
residence of her friend, Miss Maggie 
Miller, in Hogan's alley, and left early 
this morning for her home in East 
Liverpool. 
At that place she was in­ 
terviewed by a reporter. 
She 
still 
claimed that the 
shooting was acci­ 
dental and said "Sidney" Miller, ex­ 
m anager of the Salem ball club, was 
in the room with his sister at the time 
of the shooting. 
Mrs. Green blames Cunningham as

COURTS RULED BY SUN TIME 


Ju d g e * In V a r lo n * States R e fu s e to 
A c c e p t Stan<l»«rii R e c k o n in g . 
If you ever expect to go to law over 
a question in which time is involved, 
however slightly, don’t monkey with 
standard time* 
It won’t go in the 
courts. 
To he sure, you can’t catch 
trains if you don’t use standard time 
to do it, bul you will miss tile verdic 
if you do. In Gcmgia the court of ap 
peals decided that tile use of standard 
time instead 
sun time in regulate 
a trial was an error. In the particular 
case in question the sun time was fast 
er than the railroad time, and a vet 
dict was received after 12 o’clock on 
Saturday night by the sun time, though 
before 12 by standard time. 
It was 
decided that situ time should have been 
followed. 
In Nebraska a certain summons was 
returnable before a justice at IO o’clock 
a. rn. The defendant failed to appear 
The justice waited uuril 
ll o’clock 
sta rn la rd time, which was about half 
an hour faster than common time, aud 
then gave judgment by default. 
The 
defendant appeared before ll o’clock 
commot! time, aud it was held that the 
judgment by default was pre nature 
aud invalid. 
lu Iowa there was a question aa 
to the expiration 
of an 
insurance 
policy, which by its terras extended 
uut.il 12 o’clock at noon of a certain 
day. 
Fire broke out at about 11:45 
oVl«K k a. rn. of that day by common 
time arid about two and a half minutes 
after 12 o'clock by standard time. The 
court held that the insurance was still 
in force. 
It did not appear that any 
statute had enacted any change in the 
ordinary rule which regards noon as 
the tittie when the sun crosses the 
meridian. 
There was evidence of the 
customary use of standard time at 
that place, but this was beld not suf­ 
ficient. The court says: “It was not 
only necessary to show the customary 
use of stamlard time, but that by cus­ 
tom of the place at 12 o’clock at noou 
meant at 12 o’clock standard time.”-

ANOTHER TEACHER Iii HS DEFIANCE 


Say* He Is Not Afraid of .Standard Oil 
Company, Etc* - Hr. .Iordan Hays There 
Is No Reason to Relieve the 
Kichln 
fluenced VI th. Stanford. 


Stanford U niversity. Cal., Nov. 16.— 
Dr. Edw ard Ross, head professor in 
the departm ent of economics and so* 
otology at Stanford university, lias re­ 
signed. 
In his form al letter of resig­ 
nation he intim ated th a t he was be­ 
ing forced out of the university by 
Mrs. Stanford, who lias taken excep­ 
tions to statem ents m ade by him in 
his public* address on sociological and 
economie questions, 
lie fu rth er said 
th a t Mrs. Stanford w as prom pted by 
certain pow erful persons and comm er­ 
cial interests in San Francisco. 
Sev­ 
eral of the faculty have taken sides 
w ith Dr. Ross. 
President Jordan said in part: 
“There is not the slightest evidence 
th a t he is a ‘m arty r to freedom 
of 
speech.’ 
Nor is there any reason to 
believe that his w ithdraw al has been 
due to any pressure of capital or any 
other sinister influence. 
I know th at 
Mrs. S tanford’s decision was reached 
only after long and earnest consider­ 
ation and th at its m otive was the wel­ 
fare of the university and that alone.” 
Upon being 
shown 
Dr. 
Jo rd an ’s 
statem ent, Dr. Ross dictated the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ Dr. Jordan knows vastly more than 
I do as to Mrs. Stanford’s motives. 
It 
is absolutely certain, however, th a t the 
freedom of speech is involved, not in 
ray appearance, personality or char­ 
acter. but solely my non-partisan sci­ 
entific U tterances have been tin* root 
of Mrs. S tanford’s d istru st of me.” 
Supplem enting his form er utterances 
upon the subject of Prof. Ross’ dism is­ 
sal. Dr. H ow ard addressed his class 
In history upon the m atter, and his re­ 
m arks form the most sensallonnl state­ 
m ent th at lias yet been delivered in 
the Ross controversy. The entire hour 
of the class w as given up to the dis­ 
cussion of “ free speech.” 
Dr. H ow ­ 
ard arraigned 
the 
influences 
that 
brought, about the dism issal of the 
professor. 
Prof. H ow ard concluded 
his speech w ith this sensational u tter­ 
ance: 
“ I do not b o w down to Saint M ar­ 
ket street. 
I do not doff my hat to 
the Six com panion neither am I afraid 
of the Standard Oil com pany.”

The report on South America, which 
w as adopted, was for the South Amer­ 
ica conference. $45,271; for the W est 
South America conference for Chill, 
$19,202.52; for Lima. $9,713. 
It w as voted to apply $5,000 of the 
e n tir e appropriation and the am ount 
of the sale of property in Brazil to 
the red mf Ion of the debt and to turn 
over to tin* I hoi rd an overdraw n ac­ 
count of $6,000. 
It was decided 
to 
turn over the mission work in Brazil 
to the M ethodist church south. 
The com m ittee voted to give Africa 
$29,868. divided as follows: 
Liberia, 
$9,855: East C entral Africa. $10,625; 
W est Central. $9,388. 
It was voted 
also to add t« this am ount $25,000, 
provided that it could be raised. 
Previous to the above business, tho 
consideration of the proposed reduc­ 
tion of $25,000 In the money for the 
foreign m issionary field was taken up. 
It was decided to make this reduc­ 
tion so as to distribute it over the en 
tire appropriation for home and for­ 
eign field s, which is a I lout $1,200,000 
Of this latter aum the foreign field 
gets 57 per cent, or about $614,607 
the balance, or aliout $463,658, goes to 
the home field.

He declares that the Ameri­ 
can Cotton company is not a trust, 
and that “any statem ent made by any­ 
body that I am in any way connected 
with or interested in any organization 
that is in any sense a trust is abso­ 
lutely untrue.’' 
These are Mr. Jones’ 
words, but his corporation has care­ 
fully kept away from the courts of 
Texas, where they are trying to find 
out whether it is a trust or not. 
The 
Democratic chairman from Arkansas 
shouldn’t he afraid of the courts of the 
Democratic banner state. 
Another point: If the Jones concern 
is not a trust, then not one corpora­ 
tion out of a thousand talked about 
by Bryan deserves his denunciation. 
At Akron, Bryan referred directly to 
local establishments in that city, as 
lf they were trust, w ithout the least 
warrant of fact, and far less color for 
the statement, than there is in til© 
cotton bale concern of his chairman, 
Jones. Not one of them has the bene­ 
fit of a patent protection, which is the 
most absolute form of private monop­ 
oly possible in America, having the 
protection of all our legislation and 
of our 
courts, and w ithout 
protest 
from any political party until Bryan's 
recent attacks, that included 
patent 
rights as things to be destroyed and 
•wept away. 
Jones himself has publicly pleaded 
that their cotton com pressing concern 
has patent rights upon its round bale 
and the machinery for it, but withheld 
the further truth that this gave them 
an absolute monopoly upon this im­ 
portant devise in the handling of cot­ 
ton, and thus com pelled 
the enti e 
cotton trade to pay tribute to Jon s 
and his partner, Searles of the sug r 
trust. 
This is the sam e Searles, I y 
the way. who got the benefit of ti J 
boost for the sugar trust of many rn 
lion dollars given it in the W ile ii 
tariff bill, that Bryan helped to p it 
upon the statute books.
